when many, who hud been lured by ihe glow- 
ing accounts which were published in Eng- 
land, and in .every part, of the jvorld ,wnere 
the Tillies is read, to brave labor and hard- 
ships tvhioh they were lotully unfitted to 
encountur, returned hioken in health and in 
pocUet, and filled the towns to which they 
hurried in their homeward journey with then 
complaints and impreculioiis against t!ie 
country.and tho^e ^boso accounts, had nt-r 
tracted:them hither.- After a time, however, 
when big strikes were heard of and miners 
eaino down with their piles, a re^iclion lo a 
oerlain extent took plac.;, and hopes and 
va^ue impressions gradually settled inio a 
fixed and pretty geneiMl idea llia' there'

Those who went up 
with tho inleniion of mining were not yene- 
lally content to take up with hard work ami 
mo lorale pay on the roads, or on the roadside 
farms, so that there have been ri constant 
anccession of anfurtunaic, aud as thoy style 
themselves unlucky moil coming 'down. It 
caniuit he denied that pro.speting in the upper 
eoniitry this year lias been upon Ihe uliole a 
faihiio, of llii.s tlie arrival upon Williami 
Creek dnring Iho latlcr end of Au;^us| and 
September of bet.veen liOO and 300 men Irom 
varions places where tbey had been pros- 
pecting lor the greater part 'of Ihe season, 
utterly unsuccos.sful, and hoping lo make a 
Eollieient raise to carry tliain down to \'ii!- 
toiia, was a too convincini; proof; in this 
endeavor at llial season of tho year, it was 
hardly possible for many of them lo succeed, 
indeed the only chance for tbem-was to take 
the places of those who 'wefd desirous of leav- 
ing tho mines to carry oH'tlieir hard earnings 
to more congenial scenes.

would only provide work for nine hundred. 
Nothing leiid.s so mneh to throw 
a glooni npoii tho aspect of a place as 
a lack of employment lor labor, and in siieli 
a eoiintry as Williams Creek where in many 
cases lo be idle is syiioiiyinou i with Btarva- 
tiop the eSeot is even worse ttidti' in places 
where living is not so cxpenaivo^hence the 
depression thai existed on the Creek and has 
made itself felt down here— add to this the 
prevalence of sickness in the place of tin: e.\- 
trema bealihi'iess of form.^r ymu.s, and vlui 
can wonder that tliu di.sappointBd miner 
should give vent to his fouliiiija in a gouuine 
but dismal grumble. With a number ol idle 
men on Ihc creek, as a matter of course 
trade munl be dull; money was scarce Irom 
tho very cotcnieneement of tho season, and 
llioilealera in provisions of every, kin^djhav-,' 
ing been compelled to givo credit could not 
fail (0 bo HufTercrs, and the eaormous amount 
of bad debts which accumulated on tbeir

On this point we are unable to obtain any | 
c.vacl data, our e.xporti t<i other places than j 
liiitisb (,'ilunibia having been loo insignili 
cant to justify the trouble and e.\pcnse of 
keepirg an account of them; but from 
feveral yenrs, ctpetionco of business in 
Victoria, I am linnly convinced that nol 
more than a twentieth part of our Kiiglisli 
imports, or a hnndredlb part ot oiir entire 
imports have ever been sold out ol these 
col-jnies. 

According to tho abovo eatiinata $3-t,710 
would represent tho amount ol our exports to 
-San Francisco, I'oitland and I'ugol Sound 
during the whole of last year, and if we allow 
len per cent on that sum as nclt pro6t to our 
merchants, we have $3,471 as tbo annual 
profit on our entire foreign trade, a sunt so 
utterly insignificant as to bo unworthy dl a 
thought in considering a qneslion c-f so great 
a moment as that uniting the colonies. 

Having thus si-eii how small is the ninotint 
uf our foreign export trade, it is hardly worth 
wbi le considering how that trade would bo 
nllected by the imposition of import duties. 
Were we to lose it all the loss would be un- 
appreciahle ; at the same time, I can see no 
reason for supposing, that it would bo even 
injuriously ull'ccted by sitcl; a measure. Tak- 
ing lor granted the unpleasant fact that we 
shall always have to pay a certain amount 
of tiuxes, it seems to luo ol no great import- 
ance whether that amount is raised by im- 
port dulies or by trades license and resl 
estate ta.\. Il is urged that import duties 
enhance the price at which the imported 
articles can he sold. That I grant ; but at 
the sntna time I hold that aiii/ lu.xes, be they 
levied in whalsoovcr shape, have precisely 
the same e|l'uel, \o la.v on real estate ne- 
•essitatea owners of prnpi-rly yetting higher 
rents, and when a nieichant has to pay a 
heavy rout, nnd Irados liceni'e to boot, bo ia 
thereby as inevitably compelled to charge 
mere fsf his goods, as bo would be by paying 
import duties. i
